1) Castro’s complicity in the assas- 
sinations, riots, and mass violence 
that have ripped America, since it is 
essential to counter the hood of 
poison at its source.

sination Critics” in confusing and 
distorting facts and evidence, with 
; especial emphasis on the Garrison/ 

| Lane/Weisberg witch hunt. 

3) The shadowy influence of so 
called Underground Media on the es- 
calation and coordination of violence 
in our nation, should be explored, 
while at the same time safeguarding 
freedom of speech. 

4) The condensation and reorga- 
nization of the materials contained loa- 
the 26 volumes of the Warren Com- 

* mission Report, along with any evi- 
' dence gleaned or declassified in 
recent years, in a form suitable for 
public study. 

5) The thorough critique and re- 
evaluation of the findings of the 
Kerner Commission and the Commis- 
sion on Violence so that all 'results 
and conclusions may be integrated in 
a final analysis and recommendation 
regarding future prospects and pro- 
cedures.
